Shopper banned from every B&Q in country for raising safety concerns

A safety-conscious DIY enthusiast has been 
handed a life ban from every B&Q in the 
country after raising concerns about the 
company’s New Malden branch. 

Raymond Meerabeau, 64, visited the B&Q 
warehouse in Shannon Corner by the A3 fly¬ 
over and noticed the cover had come off a 
fuse box near the lifts, exposing wiring. 

He took photos of the fuse box and showed 
them to a manager - but was instead told off 
for taking pictures inside the store. 

Mr Meerabeau said: “I showed him the 
photo and he said in quite an aggressive man¬ 
ner, ‘You are not permitted to film on private 
property. 

“‘You should not be filming in here and I am 
going to ban you.’ 

“He failed to take my name and address or 
show me the relevant rules that say I’m not 
allowed to take photos.” 

Mr Meerabeau wrote a letter to B&Q’s head 
office complaining of his treatment at the 
hands of the manager - only to receive a 
reply banning him from every B&Q in the 
country. 

He said: “Then ‘bang’. Two weeks later this 
letter arrives saying ‘we have discussed your 
safety complaint and we are in agreement 
that you should be banned’. 

“I couldn’t believe it.” 

Confused, the B&Q regular wrote back ask¬ 
ing how long his ban would last. 

He received a reply from B&Q CEO of cus¬ 
tomer care Gemma Miall-Smithson which 
stated: “For the avoidance of doubt, please be 
advised that the ban is a lifetime ban and re¬ 
lates to all our B&Q stores. We trust this clar¬ 
ifies our position.” 

Mr Meerabeau said he would adhere to the 
ban, but was unsure it was enforceable in 
practice. 

He said: “Are they going to put my photo up 
in every B&Q store in the country? 

“I’ve also written to the Merton Health and 
Safety Executive about the New Malden 
store. I used to go to B&Q at least once a 
month because I’m very into my DIY. 

“I’m going to have to use one of their com¬ 
petitors now.” 

A spokesman for B&Q said: “B&Q store 
managers do have the right to prohibit a per¬ 
son from entering their premises if the be¬ 
haviour of the individual is felt to be 
inappropriate. This right was exercised dur¬ 
ing a visit made by Mr Meerabeau.”

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Murder arrest 

A man has been arrested on suspicion 
of murder after a death in a block of 
Surbiton flats. 

Police were called to Surbiton Court, 
St Andrew’s Square, at 4.25am on Sun¬ 
day after a 30-year-old man was found 
“unresponsive” in a communal area. 

He was pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

A man, also in his 30s, was arrested 
on suspicion of murder and bailed 
until later this month. 

A police spokesman said: “Next of 
kin have been informed. Formal iden¬ 
tification will be scheduled in due 
course. 

“Detectives from Kingston CID are 
investigating. At this stage the death is 
being treated as unexplained.”

Defendant ‘killed 
again 



A Surbiton man on trial ac¬ 
cused of murdering his moth¬ 
er in her own home is already 
a convicted killer, an Old Bai¬ 
ley jury has been told. 

Sean Heiss, 30, formerly of 
the Sheraton, in St Mark’s 
Hill, has admitted killing 
Margaret Sheehy, 58, in June 
2012, but denies murder. 

He was extradited from 
Spain to stand trial. 

Jurors were told Mr Heiss 
stabbed, punched and 
stamped on a woman during a 
brutal attack outside a 
Barcelona cashpoint three 
months later, on September 
29,2012. 

The victim, Clementina 
Nauta Liscano, died of her 
injuries. 

Prosecutor Sarah Plaschkes 
QC said Mr Heiss was inside 
an enclosed La Caixa cash¬ 
point when Ms Liscano tried 
to enter. 

Ms Plaschkes said: “[The 
victim] Ms Liscano arrived 
and knocked on the door. 

“The defendant opened the 
door. There was an exchange

of words. 

“Ms Liscano left. The defen¬ 
dant followed her on to the 
street where he struck her.” 

Ms Liscano was knocked to 
the ground, Ms Plaschkes 
said. 

Ms Plaschkes added: “He 
continued to punch and kick 
her very hard. She sustained 
multiple injuries to her face 
and head. 

“People were walking on 
the street and a woman ap¬ 
proached the defendant.” 

After a brief exchange, Mr 
Heiss “immediately re¬ 
turned” to where Ms Liscano 
lay, Ms Plaschkes said. 

She continued: “With a 
knife he was carrying in his 
hand the defendant stabbed 


her many times. 

“During this he lifted her 
head in order to display her 
neck and with the other hand 
he stabbed her.” 

The blade, which was later 
found to be broken, inflicted a 
“beheading-type injury”, ju¬ 
rors were told. 

Ms Plaschkes said: “The as¬ 
sault ended with a last kick to 
the head, which was inflicted 
with a stamping movement. 

“[Mr Heiss] walked normal¬ 
ly along the street. One of the 
people along the street shout¬ 
ed at him to stop but the de¬ 
fendant ignored him and 
tried to take a taxi.” 

He was then arrested. 

Mr Heiss appeared before 
the Provincial High Court of 
Barcelona in relation to the 
attack, which forms the only 
conviction on his record, the 
court was told. 

Earlier in the trial the jury 
was shown CCTV of Sean 
Heiss leaving his Surbiton 
flat on the way to Europe. 

The jury was expected to 
retire to consider its verdict 
as the Kingston Guardian 
went to press.

Maid tied 
to chair in 
break-in 

A housemaid was tied to a 
chair during a “terrifying” 
attempted robbery at a luxu¬ 
ry home in an exclusive part 
of Kingston. 

Two men broke into the 
house in Warren Road, an af¬ 
fluent private road between 
Coombe Lane West and 
Kingston Hill, while the 
owners were out. 

But they disturbed a 56- 
year-old maid who was alone 
in the property. 

When she went to investi¬ 
gate a suspicious noise she 
found the men standing in 
the hallway. One of them 
told her in Bengali they had 
got in through a window. 

The other suspect then 
said in Urdu: “Tie her.” 

They tied the woman to a 
chair using a scarf, but 
while they were upstairs she 
managed to break free and 
raise the alarm. 

The men then left 
empty-handed. 

Police are appealing for in¬ 
formation about the at¬ 
tempted robbery, which 
happened at 8.45pm on Fri¬ 
day, May 8. 

The first robber was de¬ 
scribed as an Asian man of 
medium build, aged between 
35 and 40, with a round face. 
He spoke Bengali. 

The second robber was an 
Asian man with bad skin 
and of slim build. The 
housemaid reported he 
spoke Urdu. 

Detective Constable Rachel 
Foley from Kingston CID, 
said: “This was a terrifying 
ordeal for the victim who 
was left extremely shaken 
and upset. 

“It appears these men en¬ 
tered the property in order 
to steal but were not suc¬ 
cessful. Fortunately the vic¬ 
tim managed to untie herself 
and raise the alarm. 

“If you were in the area at 
the time and saw two men 
fitting the description, or 
have any information, 
please contact police.”

Former scout leader denies child images charges 


A former scout leader from 
Chessington has denied 
making indecent images of 
children. 

David Ashton, 59, of Sel- 
wood Road, appeared at 
Wimbledon Magistrates’ 
Court on Thursday, May 28, 
and pleaded not guilty to six 
counts of making porno¬ 
graphic photographs and 


videos of children between 
January and May 2014. 

Three of the images Mr 
Ashton is alleged to have 
made are of the most serious 
category A type, meaning 
they show a child engaging 
in penetrative sexual activi¬ 
ty and/or involved sexual 
activity with an animal or 
sadism. 


There were also allegedly 
three category B images 
depicting children involved 
in non-penetrative sexual 
activity. 

At Wimbledon Magis¬ 
trates’ Court, prosecutor 
Mary Atere said that some 
of the images purportedly 
found by police showed “a 
boy aged five to six being 


raped” and searches such as 
“little boy tied” were also 
allegedly found on his 
computer. 

Mr Ashton was released on 
bail under the condition that 
he does not have any unsu¬ 
pervised contact with any¬ 
one under the age of 18. 

He will appear at Kingston 
Crown Court on June 10. 
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Leader calls for devolved 
powers and more ambition 





Kingston has emerged as one of five 
south London councils bidding for 
devolved powers from Whitehall - 
which could bring thousands of 
new homes and jobs to the area. 

But Kingston Council leader 
Kevin Davis has claimed neigh¬ 
bouring authority leaders “are not 
ambitious” enough in their 
demands. 

The South London Partnership 
(SLP), a committee of council lead¬ 
ers from Croydon, Kingston, Mer¬ 
ton, Richmond and Sutton, believes 
by working together they would be 
able to create at least 500,000 new 
jobs by 2036 and 20,000 extra homes. 

At the commitee’s first meeting 
this week, the group agreed a joint 
proposal for growth, including de¬ 
volved decision making powers, 100 
per cent retention of business rates, 
stronger roles in transport plan¬ 
ning and greater freedom to deliver 
homes. 

Merton Council leader Stephen 
Alambritis, who has been appoint¬ 
ed chairman of the joint committee, 
said: “Our message to Government 
is quite clear - devolve us the pow¬ 
ers we are asking for to unlock the 
growth potential in our region that 
will ensure London maintains its 
status as a global city in the coming 
decades. 

“Together we offer the perfect 
platform to deliver a unique growth 
proposition benefiting both London 
and the UK.” 

But speaking to the Kingston 
Guardian, Coun Davis said his fel¬ 
low leaders were not thinking big 
enough - and even questioned why 
people would want to live in Sutton. 

He said: “Well 20,000 new homes

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Government grant. 

Coun Davis wants to forfeit the 
annual grant and instead retain 54 
per cent of the borough’s business 
rates, instead of the current 30 per 
cent. 

He said: “In the first year this 
meet on would not make or lose us any

The news came in the same week 
Coun Davis announced plans to 
substantially overhaul the way 
Kingston Council is run. 

Writing on a new blog “Putting 
People in Power”, he 
promised a complete 
overhaul of the 
committee 
system and full 
council. 


across five London boroughs isn’t a 
lot, is it? They are not being ambi¬ 
tious enough, not asking for 
enough.” 

Coun Davis said other councils 
were not realising the potential in 
having a stronger role in transport 
planning, control of bus routes and 
stronger orbital connections. 

He said: “They are talking about 
ideas that have been going around 
for 14 years. I wouldn’t mind having 
the boroughs better connected by 
the tram, say, with Croydon as a 
hub. 

“But if Kingston, Sutton and 
Croydon were better connected 
then I might say: Why would any¬ 
one want to live in Sutton?” 

But he added: “We all just want 
what is best for our boroughs. 
And we’re all in favour of 
Gatwick expansion over 
Heathrow so we can bond over 
that.”

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Power to kick out your councillor? 


Is your councillor up to scratch? 

New proposals by Kingston 
Council could allow people to set 
up a petition to remove their 
councillor if they are not meeting 
the standards expected of them. 

If more than 33 per cent of the 
electorate in the ward signed the 
petition, then the councillor 
would be expected to resign and a 
byelection called. 

Potential scenarios where a 
councillor could be recalled 
would include: 

• If a councillor’s attendance at 
meetings falls below 20 per cent 

• If a councillor attends fewer 
than two full council or neigh¬ 
bourhood committee meetings 
within a year 


• If a councillor is convicted of 
a crime for which a prison sen¬ 
tence has been imposed and the 
appeal period has expired without 
the sentence having been 
overturned 

• If a councillor moves their 
main residence outside of the 
borough 

The proposals are part of a 
wider programme of council 
reforms called “Renewing 
Kingston’s Democracy” which 
council leader Kevin Davis will be 
outlining in his blog “Putting Peo¬ 
ple in Power” in the coming 
months. 

The constitutional changes will 
be voted on during full council in 
July. 


Coun Davis said: “At a time of 
massive challenges for local gov¬ 
ernment we need to connect bet¬ 
ter than ever before with local 
people. 

“In order to do that we must win 
greater trust and that is exactly 
what these measures are designed 
to help us do. 

“Most local councillors work in¬ 
credibly hard on behalf of their 
constituents. But occasionally the 
behaviour of local councillors 
falls below a standard that voters 
have a right to expect. 

“Under these new recall propos¬ 
als, voters in Kingston would be 
able to do something about it; to 
kick them out of office and have a 
fresh election.” 


Extraordinary council meeting postponed 


An extraordinary meeting to 
scrutinise the role of council lead¬ 
er Kevin Davis’ role at a PR com¬ 
pany has been postponed. 

The meeting, scheduled for June 
4, was meant to publically exam¬ 
ine Coun Davis’ dual positions as 
both council leader and chief 
operating officer of Cratus 
Communications. 


Councillor Ian George was also 
due to have his work as a senior 
account manager at PR company 
Thorncliffe, which specialises in 
planning, scrutinised. 

But following the sudden death 
of Coun Chrissie Hitchcock last 
week, the Liberal Democrats, who 
initially called the meeting, have 
decided to postpone it. 


Lib Dem leader Liz Green said: 
“With regret we have decided to 
withdraw our request for an ex¬ 
traordinary meeting on June 4. 
We feel it would be inappropriate 
and disrespectful following so 
closely after the sad death of 
Coun Chrissie Hitchcock.” 

A new date for the meeting is yet 
to be set.

Be honest - how much food do you 
throw out every week? 

The UK wastes more than 12m 
tonnes of food a year, according to 
the European Union, with house¬ 
holds the biggest culprits. Shops 
and cafes get rid of plenty, too. 

Now Kingston councillors are 
being sent on a fact-finding mis¬ 
sion to visit a “social supermar¬ 
ket”, part of a new London-wide 
scheme designed to sell surplus 
in-date food at reduced prices. 

Councils can bid for a share of 
£300,000 to open one. 

Kington Council leader Kevin 
Davis said: “It is extraordinary to 
think that supermarkets are 
throwing away perfectly safe and 
edible food when families on low 
incomes are struggling to put 
meals on their tables. 


“I have asked council officers to 
work alongside our voluntary sec¬ 
tor partners to establish what im¬ 
pact a social supermarket could 
have in the borough and to consid¬ 
er making a bid for funding. 

“I have also asked for a visit to 
view an existing provision and we 
will be sending councillors to have 
a look at this in action.” 

Kingston food bank organiser 
Paul Pickhaver said: “What’s 
great, and to be welcomed, is that 
councillors and the council are 
recognising the issue of food 
poverty in Kingston, and wanting 
to do something creative about it. 

“Food poverty is a symptom of 
something else - there are under¬ 
lying causes. There are other fac¬ 
tors such as the cost of housing 
and low incomes.” 

The Community Shop, set up in 
Lambeth, sells fresh and packaged 
food at about one-third its original 
retail cost, while excess stock is 
made into meals for its cafe. 


Budget advice, cooking classes 
and other training are also 
offered. 

Last year an all-party parlia¬ 
mentary inquiry into hunger, 
comprising church leaders and 
MPs from across the political 
spectrum, concluded: “Our anger 
knows no bounds that hundreds of 
thousands of tonnes of perfectly 
edible food, which is euphemisti¬ 
cally termed “surplus”, is de¬ 
stroyed at substantial cost, when 
it alone could eliminate hunger in 
our society.” 

Mayor of London Boris Johnson 
hopes his plan will help low-in- 
come families put meals on the 
table, and save small businesses 
money on landfill costs. 

Low income is one of the main 
reasons people are referred to 
Kingston food bank, the charity’s 
latest figures show.

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Quack in the box: Young 
ducks take leap of faith 



You may have seen the clas¬ 
sic David Attenborough se¬ 
quence in which the great 
broadcaster describes how 
ducklings leap from their 
forest nest to follow their 
mother to water. 

Well, this is the suburban 
equivalent. 

The proud mum, who has 
raised 11 ducklings so far, 
with still more on the way, 
made her nest in a herb box 
on a Kingston balcony be¬ 
longing to Barbara and 
Trevor Harrison. 

The mallard duck 
squeezed through the sixth- 
floor railings the day after 
her babies hatched, and 
called for them to follow. 

Mrs Harrison, 75, of Al¬ 
bany Park Road, said: “One 
did [follow] immediately by

falling off and dropping 
quickly. 

“The others cheeped and 
stared after her, but were re¬ 
luctant to follow and she had 
to keep coming back to show 
them how to do it. 

“They all survived and she 
waddled off through the 


hedge and down to the river 
and we saw them all swim¬ 
ming away.” 

Mr Harrison, 77, a former 
exam board worker and civil 
servant, added: “They just 
launched themselves out 
into the air. 

“When the first one 
dropped out, we thought that 
would be the end of it. They 
landed safely - they’re just 
very light little balls of fluff. 

“What amazed us was she 
was actually able to count. 
She waited until all the 
ducklings had flown out. 

“As soon as she realised 
they were all there, she 
marched off.” 

Once the first duckling 
made the leap of faith, its 
mother handed it over to a 
male duck nearby before fly¬ 
ing back up to the sixth floor, 
to encourage its siblings. 

But the endeavour was not 
without peril. 

Mr Harrison noticed a 


number of crows lurking in 
the area, waiting to pick off 
a helpless duckling. 

He said: “I dashed down¬ 
stairs and shooed them off. 

“By this time, several peo¬ 
ple in the flats were leaning 
over and watching the pro¬ 
ceedings. My wife gave the 
last two or three ducklings 
helping hand. 

“The last we saw of [the 
mother], she was swim¬ 
ming down the river 
with all the little 
ducklings following 
her.” 

Since leaving with 
her first brood on 
Thursday, May 6, 
the mother duck has 
returned to lay more 
eggs, taking up resi¬ 
dence once again in the 
Harrisons’ herb box.

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Teen dream of £1.2m 
to save Mini history

A teenager has launched a cam¬ 
paign to raise more than a £lm 
and save a Surbiton landmark 
from becoming flats. 

Kyle Stanger, 18, has set him¬ 
self the mammoth task of get¬ 
ting together the £1.2m needed to 
buy the TDV building, known as 
the “birthplace of the Mini Coop¬ 
er”, in Hollyfield Road. 

Planning permission has been 
granted for the garage to be 
turned into flats but, if success¬ 
ful, Mr Stanger will turn the 
space into an education centre 
and community garage with 
a Cooper cafe, where people 
can learn about car history 
and study for automotive 
qualifications. 

Mr Stanger said: “I’m Mini 
mad and I just think it would be a 
real shame if this piece of Mini 
Cooper and racing history was 
destroyed and forgotten. It can’t 
be turned into flats.” 

The garage was set up by 
Formula 1 legend Sir Jack 
Brabham, who died last year. 

Sir Jack won two world titles 
with Cooper in 1959 and 1960. 

The vacant garage, which was 
used by the Metropolitan Police

after the world-beating Cooper 
team left the area, is currently 
used as storage space. 

Cooper fans from around the 
world have been posting pictures 
of their Minis on a Facebook 
page called Save the home of the 
Mini Cooper, set up by Mr 
Stranger. The page has received 
more than 3,000 likes in just a 
week. But he will need a lot more 
support than that if he is to re¬ 
alise his dream. 

A Kickstarter campaign set up 
to raise the funds has so far 
brought in £187. 

And with just 54 days to go 
until the campaign closes, Mr 
Stanger needs to raise £22,219 
every single day to reach the 
target. 

Mr Stanger said: “Obviously 


it’s a lot of money. Me and my fa¬ 
ther are trying to save a piece of 
motorsport history. 

“The significance this building 
has is monumental to motor- 
sport, classic cars and to every 
modified Mini around the world. 

“It’s the birth place of the Mini 
Cooper. My old man has been in 
the automotive industry since he 
was 14 years old and has taught 
automotive engineering and sci¬ 
ence for 24 years. 

“We are drawing up some plans 
and trying to get everyone that 
we can possibly think of behind 
this project.”

Here’s hoping MR 
keeps his pledges 


When asked whether he would 
always vote in line with fellow 
Conservatives, I was pleased to 
hear that James Berry said he 
thought he would vote for what 
was “right for the people of 
Kingston”. 

At his first cabinet meeting, the 
Prime Minister said that, in this 
Parliament, every decision, poli¬ 
cy and programme would be ini¬ 
tiated so that everyone in our 
country had the chance to make 
the most of their life, and so that 
those people who could not work 
would receive the support they 
needed at every stage of their 
lives. 

According to a study in 2014, 
Kingston is one of the 20 most 
prosperous areas in the country. 

However, it may be worth re¬ 
minding both of these men about 
some key points regarding 
Kingston. 

Firstly, one in eight children 
under 16 is living in poverty, 
which is linked to an increased 
risk of inequality of opportunity, 
hardship, deprivation and 
exclusion. 

A study of child poverty in 
Kingston concluded that, of 
those households living in 
poverty, an increasingly greater 


proportion were in work, as op¬ 
posed to being out of work. 

One in 10 children are eligible 
for free school meals. 

Children are classed as eligible 
for free school meals if they are 
aged five to 16 and their parents 
are out of work or receiving child 
tax credits, with an income in 
Kingston of no more than 
£16,190. 

Some 3,860 people were receiv¬ 
ing employment and support 
allowance and incapacity bene¬ 
fits, while 790 were receiving car¬ 
ers allowances and 810 were 
disabled. 

In all, 2,507 vouchers (5,492 peo¬ 
ple) were referred for support 
through food banks in 2013-14. 

These were often issued for 
people where there was low in¬ 
come and no financial safety net 
or remaining savings. 

A report on the Kingston food 
bank by Love Kingston said there 
is no “typical”recipient. 

Job loss, sickness, reduction in 
income or an unexpected bill can 
push a family into crisis, unable 
to buy basic food as they try to 
juggle energy, housing and food 
costs. 

Some 377 homeless applicants 
were on the housing register at 


the start of the financial year 
2014-15. 

Of these, only 65 were given 
permanent housing during the 
year 2014-15. While the number 
of people with the greatest needs 
may be low in Kingston, it is 
worth remembering that they 
are still real people - parents, 
children, neighbours, friends, 
employees and work colleagues 
that we may know. 

Mahatma Gandhi once said: 
“The true measure of any society 
can be found in how it treats its 
most vulnerable members.” 

The Organisation for Economic 
Co-operation and Development 
said in a statement: “There is a 
continuous discussion in the UK 
about maximum levels of bene¬ 
fits and benefit caps, but an in¬ 
formed debate about minimum 
levels of income or social protec¬ 
tion floors could help to protect 
vulnerable people.” 

As the new Parliament starts to 
work through its policies, I hope 
James Berry and David Cameron 
will maintain their pledges to¬ 
wards all people in Kingston, and 
that scrutiny of their voting 
records will prove it to be so.

She chaired the Kingston Town 
Neighbourhood, was twice mayor 
and did thousands of good things, 
but above all she was a fantastic 
human being and never let mu¬ 
nicipal pomposity get in the way 
of having a good laugh. 

Her opponents sometimes un¬ 
derestimated her - that was their 
mistake. 

To serve as a local councillor 
and be repeatedly re-elected by 
the voters on every occasion over 
25 years is an exceptional achieve¬ 
ment. And Chrissie was an excep¬ 
tional woman. 

If I remember rightly, this is the 
first time I have written a letter to 
the Kingston Guardian since I 
stood down as leader of the coun¬ 
cil in 1997. 

I have broken an 18-year silence 
to pay tribute to Chrissie Hitch¬ 
cock and underline the point that 
she was one of the finest 
councillors I had the privilege to 
serve alongside. 

Kingston was lucky to have 
been served by her for so long.

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According to James Prideaux of 
Hunters, these key questions are 
essential to ask any estate agent: 

1) Why are the current owners 
moving or selling the property? 
Whilst it may just be a change 

in scenery or new job location, you 
have to be sure that the previous 
tenants aren't moving because of 
the location the house is in being 
poor, an issue with the property it¬ 
self, i.e. work needs to be done or 
an issue with crime in the area 

2) Have the sellers already 
bought a new property? Say for 
instance, the sellers have not yet 
confirmed a new property, this 
could potentially jeopardise your 
purchase of the new property, due 
to the current owners having a 
larger likelihood of pulling out if 
they themselves can not find a 
new property. If they have con¬ 
firmed the purchase of a new 
property, how long through the 
process of moving are they?

He added: “Jack’s very 
humble and many of the 
other students were unaware
